FOOD  ADMINISTRATION 


There  are  nov  tx70  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  One  slaughter- 
house was  completely  reconstructed  and  one  new  one  was  erected  to  replace 
unsatisfactory  premises,  to  comply  with  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958,  One 
licence  was  not  renewed  for  the  time  being. 

These  slaughterhouses  are  constantly  under  supervision  and  all  animals 
slaughtered  for  human  consumption  are  examined. 

Handling  and  storage  of  meat  by  local  butchers  continues  to  be  of  the 
highest  standard.

The  Southern  Area  and  Piethorne  Distribution  Schemes  are  proving  satis- 
factory and  work  on  the  Southern  Area  Extension  Scheme,  which  takes  Ness 
water  to  Scawton,  Cold  Kirby,  Hambleton  and  Old  Byland,  was  completed  in 
May.  VJith  the  completion  of  this  Scheme,  all  the  more  thickly  populated 
areas  in  the  district  have  mains  water  available. 


ADMINISTRiiTION 


The  Departmont  was  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  water 
works  of  the  Council  up  to  the  1st  October,  1961,  when  all  the  water 
undertakings  of  the  Council  were  transferred  to  the  newly  constituted 
Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board.  ■ The  Board  took  over  the  Staff,  transport 
and  stock  from  the  Department  but,  by  mutual  agreement,  the  day  to  day 
administration  is  being  carried  out  by  my  Department  until  the  1st  May, 
1962,  This  was  to  assist  the  Board  until  the  necessary  staff  could  be 
appointed. 

The  majority  of  agricultural  premises  are  being  supplied  with  water 
by  meter.  There  were  218  iieters'  installed  at  the  end  of  September , 

During  the  year  24  visits  were  made  to  Joint  Schemes  and  I9I  to 
others  making  a total  of  215  apart  from  the  nujaerous  visits  made  by  the 
Water  Bailiffs.  " 

quality  of  supply 

During  the  year  43  samples  of  the  various  water  supplies  in  the 
district  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  33  of  which 
proved  satisfactory  and  10  unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  results 
were  followed  up  and  extra  supervision  of  these  supplies  was  carried 
out  until  they  improved.

Refuse  Disposal  by  means  of  complete  controlled  tipping  is 
being  carried  out  at  the  refuse  tip  at  Pockley  Dale, 

The  refuse  tip  continues  to  be  maintained  and  operated  under 
strict  supervision  and  is  clean  and  tidy  at  all  tines, 

All  parishes  in  the  Rural  District  are  served  with  the  except- 
ion of  isolated  and  outlying  farmsteads  and  approximately  2,500  tons 
of  refuse  was  disposed  of  during  the  year. 

House  refuse  is  collected  on  a fortnightly  basis  by  direct  labour 
using  a Karrier  Diesel  Gamecock  10  cu,  yd,  capacity  vehicle.  This 
vehicle  has  operated  very  satisfactorily, 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

There  are  six  sewage  disposal  works  situated  in  the  area,  five 
of  which  deal  exclusively  with  the  treatment  of  sewage  from  this  area. 
The  sixth  sewage  disposal  works  at  Wom.bleton  serves  the  parishes  of 
Beadlan,  Harone,  Nawton  and  Wombleton  and  is  administered  by  this 
Department  under  the  Joint  Coranittee  of  the  Helnsley  and  Kirbynoorside 
Rural  District  Councils. 

The  work  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  Helmsley  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  was  completed  during  the  year  and  is  operating  satisfactorily. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

During  the  year  24  privies  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage 
system  in  the  various  parishes  of  the  district.  There  were  also  13 
new  houses  built,  all  of  which  have  water  closet  accommodation,

has  been  fully  engaged  throughout  the  year.  Regular  treatments  have 
boon  carried  out  on  the  Council  owned  refuse  tips,  sewers  and  sewage 
disposal  works  and  open  ditches.  The  number  of  properties  surveyed 
in  the  district  was  204  and  198  treatments  were  carried  out.
